The FastPoint PM-1 works with the Apple 
Macintosh II series (color or monochrome 
monitor). Both mouse and light pen are 
active, so you can move easily from one 
to the other. 

FastPoint For IBMs 

The FastPoint PM-2 works with the IBM 
PS/2 series (color or monochrome 
monitor). Both mouse and light pen can 
be connected at the same time, but only 
one can be active; a simple program 
switch changes from one to the other.
